Business at a 
Standstill in 
Constantinople 


Constantinople, July 8—Business {s 
at a standstill here owing to uncertain 
ties of the Russian and Turkish pol- 
itical situations. Normally the import 
Ing and exporting cehtre for the Near 
and Middle East and parflally for the 
Balkans, this city is now a. commer- 
cial Islet, its warehouses filled with 
merchandise of every description for 
which there Is no market. 

Everybody owes everybody else, 
with nobody paying bills. A financial 
crash would have come months ago 
but for the fact that no firm can af- 
ford to demand payments of its bills. 
To ‘do so would throw the debtor into 
bankruptcy, force more unsaleable 
goods on the market at sacrifice 
prices, and the firm forcing payment 
would jn turn be calle on te pay 
billa which, wnder present: conditions, 
it cannot mect. 4 

There is an Increasing number of 
trading ships going to South Russian 
ports, mostly British, Greek and Ital- 
fan. To date, no American ship has 
gone, partly because of the lack of 
trade and, In the case of Shipping 
Board vessels, the decision of the man 
agement not to permit any of its ships 
to touch Bolshevik ports. 

Ventures Are Failures 

These vessels that do go to Black

the famous battle of the Boyne. It} 
is a song, a frail pleco of dogzerel, 
which history will afways ilnk up 
with the biography ofithe Ear! of 
Tyrconnel: For if “Tipperary” help- 
ed to whistle a kaiser off his throne, 
an equally Inconsequzntiat piece of 
music has been creditcd with “‘whis- 
tling a king out of three klagdoms.” 
The king was James. The song wa3 
about Tyrconnel. Tho ‘author was 
Thomas Wharton, himself Inter to 
be a lord Heutenant. The suusic’ in 
attributed to Henry Purcell. From 
ita refrain the piece was called 
“Lillibullero.”* 

And the music of “Lillibullero,” to 
different. words, 1s now familiar to 
most people in Canadaigs“ Protestant 
Boys." No Twelfth of. July proces- 
sion would be complpte without it. 
Oddly enough, the brigiral words 
had a revival in Canada at the time 
of the Fenfan raid, gnd vet¢rans of 
1866 recall singing them with great 
enthusiasm, thotgh tlie application 
of the old_gong ja not very clear. 

That it was no very pretentious 
ballad may be judged from one of 
its stantas which celebrated tne ce- 
parture of Tyrconnel for Ireland as 
viceroy, a departure which was =| 
layed by a contrary wind: 


“Arral But why does he stay aul 
O, by my sowl, ‘tis a Protestant 


wind; 
But see, de Tyrconnel fs now come} 
ashore, , 
And we shall have commissious 
galore, 
Lillibullero, bullen a 1a,’t -* 


Another verse ran thus; 


“Dare was an old prophecy found in 


a bog, 

ones bee be ruled by an ass and 
a dog. 

‘And = dis prophecy Is come to 


For Talbot's de dog and J°°°s is de 
- ass.” e 

All over the tountry the people 
took to whistling “Lillibullero.”” It 
became what is called “the rage.” 
Like “‘ta-ra-ra-boom-de-ay” and 
other choice songs of sacred memory 
which have since infected the popu- 
lation, it had a “catching” melody. 
Wharton was rather inclined to boast 
that it brought about the downfall 
of James.> But he was mixing cause 
and effect. “Lillibullero” did not cre- 
ate the spirit of unrest and rebellion. 
On the contrary, it was the cxist- 
ence of this unrest which popularized 
“Lillibullero,” with {ts audacious at- 
tack upon the king and his favorite. 
And “Tipperary” did not whistle the 
kaiser out of Germany. It was the 
war which “made” “Tipperary.” -

If\it lasta for ten years, there will 
bot be left a fur-bearing animal in 
{ts natural state.” Fox and sable and 
Were will be extinct as the buffalo, 
to be found only on fur farms and 
Government preserves. Whole tribes 
of Indians will die out for lack of 
hunting ground, and the wild game 
life of America will have passed fore 
e 

The world is doing the greatest 
fur business in all its history.” With 
high power, silent rifies; with newly 
rich, with the fashion for summer 
furs, with tramp steamers and free 
hunters owing responsibility to no 
man penetrating farthest north and 
Gffering crazy» Klondike - prices to 
trappers, how long are our furs go- 
ing to last? “The very note of pess!- 
mism in that question answers it- 
self,’ sfya‘Miss Laut. “Beaver have 
come back. Alaska seal has come 
back. Silver-fox are more plentiful 
than ever. Buffalo have multiplied 
from a few hundred in one Canadian 
park to 5,000 in ten years, and if 


{half a dozen sea otters could be cap- 


tured unharmed alive, there is not 
the slightest: doubt they could be 
brought back to a plentiful supply.” 
Closed season, fur farms and game 
preserves have restored’ beaver, Alas- 
ka seal, fox and buffalo. High mar- 
kets may stimulate the pursuit of 
fur-bearing animals, but they also 
stimulate the preservation of them. 

Another interesting chapter is de- 
voted to “False furs and fake fur 
names.”' Misleading trade names 
arose, In the first place, from the 
Ignorance of small furriers, but the 
second cause was directly due to the 
public. “There was a day, we all 
remember it,” says Miss Laut, “when 
coonskin was the official badge of 
the ‘cabby’ or the liverled winter 
coachman, There were cBeap, rag- 
ged-looking coon retailing at $26 to 
$46 a coat, cap and “gauntlets to 
match, but that quality of coon de- 
stroyed the value of good coon on 
the market, What matter if a coach- 
man’s coon were 4n unprimed, faded, 
dirty yellow striped fur, and good 
prime coon were a fur glossy and 
silky as silver ‘fox and beautifully 
striped with black and brown as the 
backbone mark of some allver fox 
or the natural stripes of marten? The 
public did not look twice and would 
not have coon under its true name; 
so coon came on the market as 
‘Alaska bear’ and ‘silver bear’ and 
sold at three times the price to 
buyers, who were greedy for its 
beauty. 

“Then there was the time im- 
memorial prejudice against skunk. 
Skunk as skunk simply would not 
sell; 80 skunk became ‘Alaska 
sable’ or ‘black sable’’— though a 
rose by. any other name. would 
amell as sweet— and the salesman 
could conscientiously assure you it 
would wear be than” Russian 
sable and had & stronger, tougher 
pelt ds well as deeper pelage. It 
was no time till, under the new 
name, good skunk was selling as 
high as indifferent sable.” 

“Do you think any ambitious girl 
was going to pay $20 to $35 for a 
neckpiece called ‘tom cat’? Not she! 
Tom cat to her was worth about the 
50 cents she would pay some vil- 
lager to shoot an obnoxious bird- 
killer; but ‘genet,’ that was differ- 
ent, It might be same kind of sable 
or atrange beast, a relative of the 
sable. Anyway, other people didn’t 
know what ‘genet’ was, so she paid 
$20 to $36 for it." And so Miss Laut 


continues to explain how muskrat is 


aold as “Alaska seal,” rabbit or 
Plain, common’ cat for: “ermine,” 
rabbit for “Baltic fox,” nutria for 
“beaver,” faked rabbit for “chin- 
ehilla.” As long ago as 1887 the 
London Chamber of Commerce ruled 
that 16 misleading names were non- 
Permissible, and that those misnam- 
ing: furs would be liable to prose- 
cution. The Canadian Conservation 
Commission report recommends the 
abolition of 21 names, and from the 
Mat it°appears that ‘“‘electric’ seal,” 
“Red River seal’ and “Hudson Bay 
zeal’? may be either muskrat, nutria 
or rabbit, .

BRITISH STEAMER MEETS. ves-|-__ 


SEL WHICH VIOLATES MARt- 
TIME RULES 
New York, July 11—An unknown 
ship which was. violating internation- 
al maritime regulations by running 
Without: proper lights and ‘which re- 
fused to respond to signals asking her 
identity was sighted fast week 750 
miles’ southeasterly from Halifax by 
the British steamship Croxteth Hall, 
which arrived to-day from Hull to 
Antwerp. ‘ 

‘According toa report made by Cap- 
tain Spence of the Croxteth Hall to 
Sanderson & Sons, agents, the ship, 
apparently a small freighter, was first 
observed ahead of him showing a 
stern light, The Croxteth Hall caught 
up with the vessel, which suddenly 
swerved in her course and then camo 
right at the British vessel. The stran- 
ger passed astern, went around and 
came up again on the opposite side. 

The red and green runfing lights 
indicating the port and starboard 
sides ‘of the ship were not lghted, 
Captain Spencer sald, and as soon as 
tho Croxteth Hall came.up the single 
stern light disappeared. Repeated cf. 
forts to signal the stranger by flash- 
light code and by wireless brought no 
answer. The vessel, after running 
with the Croxteth Hall a short time, 
turned away and disappeared. 

When the strangér was sighted the 
weather was rough, but not so thick 
that the vessel could not be seen clear 
ly by. the British captain. His ‘first 
thought was that it might be one-of 
the {ce patro! ships, but failure to ans- 
wer. signals and ‘absence of regulation 
lights disproved this theory. 

Agents of the line, while admitting 
they were puzzled at the unusual oc- 
currence, said they did ‘not connect 
it with recent unverified reports that 
a mystery ship’ with piratical intent 
was operating off the Atlantic coast.

But William conducted himself in July, 1914, 
quite as he did on an earlier occasion when without much thought he in- 
sulted, ahd provoked a great power and then collapsed when that power 
made a gesture indicative of war in replys, 

“He collapsed also in July, 1914, when the inevitable fruits of his 
deeds became apparent and Germany’ was threatened with war against 
the world. He would gladly have retreated, but this time he came too 
late to a decision. He failed to whistle Austria back, for the criminal 
idiots who made the Austrian policy in the Ballplatz were rejoicing over 
the fact that at Jast they were to get their war against Serbia. . 

‘They were not able to accompany William on his leaps from defiant 

inconsideration to timid despair. They remained true to their narrow 
minded urgencies. In the meantime WiJliam's policy resulted in mobiliz- 
ation by the whole world because each side feared an attack from the 
-~ other. William's’ stupidity thereupon reached a climax. While the others 
_ mobilized but did not declare war so as not to destroy the last hopes for 
maintaining peace he believed the mobilization of the others forced him 
not only to mobilize but to declare war, and so he brought war to pass. 
*'This conception is the one I obtained’ from documents, and one 
which I have already expounded. But to repeat it, I declare that the 
archives convinced pre that I hitherto had done the German government 
an injustice for I had wrongly assumed that it went ahead systematically, 
deliberately with full’ consciousness of what it was doing, whtreas in 
reality we find the policy of opportunism based on impressions of the 
moment without question as to the eventual consequences and with re- 
fiance on good luck. And then when things went badly there was a loss 
of self-command and grasping at the last straw. 

“This policy was purely personal and William bears the entire re- 

sponsibility, not the German people, who were themselves betrayed.”

Fish In Tank Scows, t 

In Norway and Holland huge tank 
scows, which ‘are’ in effect floating 
aquaria, have long been used to fetch 
fishes from the fishing grounds to 
market.. This they reach the latter 
alive and in fine condition. 

The idea has been newly adopted 
for use on this aide of the ocean, 
and several such’ scows have been 
built for traMc, between Canadian 
waters and the United States north- 
ern seacoast cities, 

They. are built of wood, their 
hulls, which are long and narrow, 
having a number of compartments to 
hold the fish. The compartments are 
perforated with holes in order that 
the sea water may flow freely 
through them. Water-tight bulk- 
heads at bow and. stern: keep the

Largest ‘Cable oe 
in. World Laid 


GREAT TELEPHONE. LINK. BE- 
TWEEN WINDSOR AND DETROIT 
SUNK-IN. RIVER 

Windsor, July 12.—With prominent | £ 
officials of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Canada” and the Michigan 
State Telephone ‘Company present, the 
largest submarine. cable in the world 
was taid today,on the bed of the De- 
troit River between Windsor and De- 
troit; _The cable carries 408 pairs ‘of 
wires, and will make it possible to con- 
duct 600 conversations simnltancous- 
ly between the two cities. 

Half an hour was needed to complete 
the ‘actual work of laying the cable, 
the work being done_by. the, barge In- 
ternational, which was towed across by 
the tug, Samuel J.Dark. When the 
boats reached mid-stream Judge F. C. 
Kuhn, 
State Telephone Company, and L. B. 
McFarlane, President of the Bell Telé- 
phone’ ‘Company- of Canada, shook 
hands and expressed the hope that the 
cable would: result in.cementing more 
Securely tho ties of friendship between 
the two countries, 

The cable weighs 50,870 pounds, is 
9000’ feet in “length;- and: 10!4 inches 
thick.

“Reflection therefore leads to the 
somewhat startling conclusion that 
even wholesale abstentién from 
children, so far from lessening the 
fertility of the community as a 
whole, will eventually increase it in- 
stead. Actual race suicide will not 
result from such a cause alono, Oo 
long as the race {s left to itself to 
work out its own destiny.

MUST REGISTER 


Toronto, July 14.—After the Ist of 
October; or thereabouts, no clergyman 
who is not registered with the prorvin- 
cial antborities, and ts the holder of a 
certificate of tegistration, will be per- 
mitted to xolemnize marriage in On- 
tario.

The day of.the Turk is over, he says. Signs of final decay are on 
every hand. Most of the costly royal palaces and great private houses 
are empty and dilapidated, and the beautiful gardens and grounds are no 
more. Turkish life and-manners have undergone a metamorphosis, part- 
ly.as'a result of the war, though the tendency was apparent before. The 
harem has vanished. Rarely docs 2 Turk sport more than one wife, ex- 
cept ‘in some instances in Asia Minor, though there is no law to prevent 
it. The Turkish woman is emerging. The poverty created by the war 
made it necessary for.thousands of Turkish women to seck their own liv- 
ing, ‘and they are now to be found working in banks and stores. More, 
than half of them appear in public with their veils thrown back, though 
the women cling to their old religious customs, which impose many re- 
Strictions on women in public. 

In their own homes Turkish women receive Christian men and talk 
and dine with them. On the street, however, they would not be seen 
with any man but a Moslem, The Turkish women who are educated are 
usually highly cultivated, and form charming companions for the British 
and other allied officers and officials. Their own men folk appear not to 
value them for their intellectual gifts, and look-to members of their own 
sex to give them this kind of companionship. They continue -to treat 
their women like toys. The Turk at heart is gen olfihs most conservative 
of human beings, and whatever degree of Iatit he may allow his wo- 
men, or whatever new freedom they may scize, it will be a long time be- 
fore the Furk regatds his wife as is the custom in more civilized coun- 
tries. Whether the women are satisfied with the relationship is not 
khown, but they are probably compensated by the great improvement in 
their lot in the past. 

Nobody believes what 
anybody says about anything when it is,a matter of sale. On the con- 
trary, he assumes that the other. party to the transaction is just as great 
a liar as he is himself, and almost invariably he is right.

The Ypres Saltent, the “Bloody ' 
Angle’ of the war, where 200,000 
brave men fell and lie, will always 
be consecrated ground for British 
peoples. . The Ypres Leaguo which 
aas been founded, with headquarters 
in Henrietta ?street, London, under 
the patronage of the King, is design- 
ed to embrace in a brotherhood all 
who served in the historic spot. In 
the city of Ypres itself will be kept 
a register of the dead, and plans 
are in progress to mark the sites of 
the t battles, to suldo pilgrims 
to the most memorable / fighting 
Places, and to-put up some visible 
memorial on behalf of the League. 
“There may be a belfry,” writes Sir 
‘Philip Gibbs, “whose chimes sound- 
ing across the Menin road, below 
Passchendaéle, beyond Hooge, will 
be a spiritual call to the hearts of 
those who jknow what happened 
there.” Tho League certificate of 
membership will be given ‘to the 
families of those who fell in the sa- 
Ment, and will be a memorial of 
honor. Sir Phillip Gibbs writes: 
“There were other British battie- 
fields where the test came. The fields 
of the Somme were the fighting 
grounds and the graveyards of thou- 
sands of gallant men. From 8t. 
Quentin to La Basse, acrosa the 
Vimy Ridge, out beyond Arras, 
there Is not a yard of earth that docs 
not belong to the history of British 
valor, suffering and sacrifice. Each 
hummock of ground was a Jandmark 
in thjs frightful epic of human strife, 
But the Ypres Salient is .especially 
the greatest battleground of the 
British race. All our di¥isions pass- 
ed through the furnace there at one 
time or other. Not one of them 
escaped that ordeal, and, by general 
consent, It was the worst place of 
all.” 

The Canadian army had its share 
in the “valor, suffering and sacri- 
fice* almost from the beginning, 
when It barred the way to Cafais and 
withstood the first attack in which 
the enemy used the barbarous wea- 
pon of gas. Many gallant Canadians 
are buried there, and those who sur-

I "A great dea! has been heard‘on the most important topic of the Ado- 


lescent School Act. It is an innovation:in this province, and a most im. 

portant one at that. In order that the public and particularly those in- 

ie terested in edticational matters may know of the action of the Ontario 
Department of Education relating to the same, the appended circular 
from the department is published: 

“The Adolescent School Attendance Act, by the proclamation of the 
Lieut.-Governor, made on the 13th day of July, 1920, willeome into force 
and take efféct as follows: Section 3 on September ist, 1921; section 

* -7 on September 1st, 1923, and section 9 on September Ist, 1922. 
, "The purpose of bringing the Act into force by stages is to make it 
possible to adjust gradually school accommodations, courses’ of study, 
y and employments inf industries to the conditions set up hy the require- 
ee of the Act. 
“Section 3 of the Act, which comes into operation on Séptember 1st, 
3925) provides for the attendance at school of adolescents between four- 
teen and:sixteen years of age. The Minister announces that in conform- 
. ity with this section of the ‘Act, pupils are expected to remain in full- 
time attendance at school until they are sixteen years of’age, unless em- 
ployed on the authority of x home permit or an employment certificate as 
provided for by the Act, ‘bit that it is not his intention to instruct at- 
_ tendance officers to make the Act retroactive by endeavoring to compel 
: young persons between fourteen and sixteen years of age who have been 
5 engaged in regular employment to return to school. School authorities, 
f accordingly, will, in the beginning, be charged with providing only for 
the ‘continued instruction of those, who are at present at school and not 
, for the numbers who might be forced to return to school by the strictest 
interpretation of the Act: 
“At the same.time, the Minister expects that the Act will be made 
fully effective to the extent that attendance officers be appointed accord- 
<7 ing. tu law, and their departments organized to ensure, first, that all 
young persons. between fourteen and sixteen years of age shall be either 
at school’or at work; and, seconkd, that all those who are at work cither 
at home or in gainful employments, shall hold the permits or certificates 
“required by law. 
“Section 9, which provides for the establishment and maintenance

Ottawa, July 16.—Krom fire to 
twenty per cent. wage reductions hare 
taken place in the Jeading industries 
thronghout Canada since the close of 
1920, Statistics compiled for the July 
number. of the Labor Gazette shows the 
decrease to be fairly universal. 

In lumbering, wages had already 
been cut as mnch as twenty per cent. 
between September and January, and 
the tendency is still downward. In the 
metal trades, reductions for  black- 
smiths, boilermakers, and machinists 
have ranged from seven to twenty per 
cent.; sheet metal workers, pattern 
makers and moulders, from 7 to 1 
‘| per cent.; agricultural implement 
makers ten per cent. 

SHIPBUILDERS, 

In shipbuilding, dhe ents have been 
from fwe to.as high as 17 per cent, In 
the textiles, the cotton milfs have ‘re- 
duced 5 to 32% per cent, and knitting 
mills 10 te 20 per cent. Woodworker’ 
wages have come down from five to 
twenty per cent., furniture workers 
ranging from 10 to 15 per cent. 

In.the pulp and paper industries ne- 
gotiations are mostly pending, in many 
cases a thirty per cent. reduction’ be. 
ing under consideration; 15 to 20 per 
cent. reductions have been effected in 
other cases, In the rubber industry, 
six ta seven, and in a few instances 
twenty ner cent. Chemical industry 
five to twenty per cent., and boots and 
shoes have shown some reductions of 
ten per cent. 

MINING. 

Metal mining, 14 to 25 per cent., chal 
mining in Alberta 12% to 16 per cent. ; 
on Vancouver 66 and 70 cents a day, 

In the building tradex, where reduc- 
tions have been effected they have been 
at the rate of from five to ten cents 
per hour, higher wages being cut more.

In the manufacture of food and 
drinks, a few instances of reductions of 
10 per cent have been reported recently.

‘An attempt to map Baffin Land, the 
vast Arctic island southwest of Green- 
land, whose 1,500 miles of unexplored 
western coastline is as much a mys- 
tery to-day as when: the English navi- 
gator, William Baffin, announced - Its 
discovery in‘ 1616, is the main’ objec- 
tive of the Donald B. MacMillan ex- 
pedition. é 4 
' The tiny 116-ton schooner Bowdoin, 
which carries the party north . was 
built at East Boothbay, Me. _ : 

She was named for MacMillan’s al- 
ma mater, has auxiliary. power ‘and 
embodies all the. essentials for reais- 
ting terrific ice packs. Thé crew con- 
sists of six men. The vessel is of 
the Gloucester fisherman knockabout 
type, sheathed with iron-wood, 87 feet 
long, with a draught of 9%: feet. 
Crude oll engines capable of develop 
ing 60-horsepower are included in her 
equipment, a5 well as 2,000 gallons of 
fue) off and 600 gallons of kerosene, 
The Bowdoin also carries stores and 
provisions sufficient to last her crew 
two years. 

Reach Destination August 15 

The head of the expedition was 
Peary's chief llentenant on the latter's 
successful dash to the North Pole in 
1909. He has made elght voyages in- 
to the Arctit regions. According to 
MacMillan’s plans, he ~ intends to 
reach Baffin Land about August 15 
and establish a camp south of the en- 
trance to the dangerous Fury and Hec 
la Straits, where the ships of Captains 
Parry and Lyon, seekers of the North 
west passage, were blocked a century 
ago. The location is 160 miles north 
of. the Arctic Circle and 700 miles 
south of Etah, Greenland. It {s not 
far from the point where MacMillan‘s 
‘Crocker Land expedition passed the 
four wintera of 1913-14-15-16. On 
that occasion the expedition was once 
reported lost and two relief, expedl- 
tions were sent out for it but Mac- 
Millan finally returned. He announc- 
ed that Crocker Land was not “land”, 
as believed possible by Peary, but an 
ice mirage. 

During the winter of 1921-22 at- 
tempts will be made to explore the 
coast of Baffin Land and the follow- 
ing summer an effort will be made to 
penetrate the interior where, accord-

way of northwestern Canada. 
, MacMillan was born in Province- 
town, Mass., Nov. 10, 1874, the son of 
a Cape Cod sea captains He was grad 
nated from Bowdoin College in 1898 
and took up postgraduate work at 
Harvard in 1910-12. Before becoming 
an explorer he was a teacher and pub- 
le school principal. In addition to ac 
companying Peary on his last famous 
trip North, he was a member of the 
Cabot Labrador expedition in 1910 
and as previously referred to, the 
leader of the Crocker Land Expedition 
three years later. In 1911 and 1912 
he made ethnological studies of the 
Eskimos of Labrador. He {s unmar- 
ried.

There 
Is a fortnightly service to the Bar- 
bados, Trinidad and Demerara and 
8 monthly service to India and Aus- 
tralla, Other routes, reach London, 
Livarpool, Cardiff, Swansea and 
Slasgow, while it is pfoposed to In- 
stitute a service to China and 
Japan. : 

While the United States is a 
world-trader by interest only, Can- 
ada is ono by necessity, since her 
geographical position does not allow 
her to be economically self-sufficient. 
The Canadian Government Merchant 
Marine, coupled up with the 20,000 
miles of national rallway, provides 
an unsurpassed marketing -organiz- 
atioh which can reach the uttermost 
corners of the globe.

Ontario Gov't 
_ Borrows Ten 
Million More 


DISPOSES OF FURTHER $10,000,000 
TREASURY NOTES—NEAR- 
LY ALL SOLD 








Toronto, July 22—New York and 
London are not the only centres to re- 
port easier money. The province of 
Ontario is finding borrowing a fairly 
easy matter right here at home, 

Confirmation was given this morn- 
ing of the sale of a further $10,000,000 
of six per cent. Ontario treasury notes 
to the Dominion Securities Corpora- 
tion Syndicate which yesterday pur- 
chased a block: of $5,000,000; of six 
months’ notes at a price of 99.827. This 
syndicate includes ‘the Domjnion Se- 
curities Corporation, Wood, Gundy & 
Co., A. E. Ames & Co., and Aemilius 
Jarvis & Company. 

The extra $10,000,000 now disposed 
of is in two blocks, one consisting of 
$5,000,000 of six months treasury bills, 
and an equal tamount of 12 months’ 
bills. The whole amount is taken on 
the same cost basis of 63f per cent. 
The $15,000,000 is issued in two de- 


ing in $5,000 bills, and nalf in $10,000 
bills. The provincial treasurer was ad- 
vised early this morning that the whole 
had been disposed of, and that the, $5,- 
000,000 of 12 months ones was going 
well. Subscription books for the frst 
$5,000,000 were closed half an hour 
after they had been opened. 

The lant previous issue of treasury 
bills was offered in March and went to 
the. A. E.-Ames Company ‘Syndicate 
for a price of 99.53, It was for a total 
of $6,000,000 and for a period of six 
months, runnin, m April Ist to Oc- 
toher, Ist. 2 

The’ decision to issne part af the 
present amount in 12-month notes is 
due to the provincial treasurer's de- 
sire not to have too many short-term 
maturities falling due all at the same 
time. |

First.Aid Saves 
. Many. Men’s Lives 


Competitions Now Proceeding for 
the Chamberlain Trophy. 


a 











Montreal, July 20.—Competitions in 
first aid work are now proceeding at 
the various terminals of the .Grand 
Trunk Railway System in connection 
with the Chamberlain trophy. Dr. 
Charles A. Hodgetts, of the St« John 
Ambulance Association, Ottawa, is 
conducting the examinations and there 
is the keenest rivalry among the 
teams. The winners of this competi- 
tion are given pride. of place among 
all the ambulance teams of the rail- 
way. 

The executive of the Grand Trunk 
takes a deep interest in encouraging 
first aid work in the largé shops and 
terminals, and two cases have just 
been reported to W. B. Robb,  Vice- 
President of the Grand Trunk, ilbas- 
trating the good ‘results that follow 
upon firat aid/ instruction. Fireman 
T. F. Gill was struck by a train near 
the engine round house at Turcot 
Yards and seriously injured. Yard 
Foreman Discio, a first-year ambu- 
lance man, at once took charge of the 
case and called Car Foreman” Pearce, 
who haa proved’ himself — highly0fi- 
cient in attending to cased of emerg- 
ency. They at once applied the first 
aid treatment and turned the case 
over to the Western Hospital. The 
wife of the injured man, residing at 
Brockville, was notified within a few 
minutes of the accident, giving her an 
opportunity of reaching Montreal at 
the earliest powible moment. 

In the second accident case Fireman 
Jas. Gunter jumped off his engine at 
Richmond, Que., and slipping on a 
cinder, his left hand and arm were 
severely crushed by the wheels of a 
car. Foreman Gunter was taken to 
the first aid room and there attended 
to by Night Foreman Jones until the 
arrival of the doctors. The medical 
men state that the extemporized tour- 
nignet applied by the foreman was 30 
skilfully handled that it controlled the 
hemorrhage and made it possible for 
the doctors to amputate the crushed 
arm at once and save the man’s life. 

The reports received by the Grand 
Trunk from the various hosjfitals show 
that frequently the practical know- 
ledge of first aid principles possessed 
by the men in the railway’s service has 
been of the utmost value to the injur- 
od, casualty cases reaching the ssur- 
zeons in much better condition than 
in non-treated cases and their subse- 
quent progress favorably affected by 
the speedy relief received at the time 
ofthe accident. © ~

That the year just closed hag been 
one of great.progress ‘in the Ontario 
jurisdiction was shown by the splen- 
did annual address of the grand mas- 
ter, R. W. Brother F. ‘W. Harcourt 
K.C.,; Toronto! It was the feature of 
the morning’ 's proceedings which were 
crowded to the limit from 10.a.m. when 
Mayor Plant officially welcomed the 
visiting Masons to Ottawa until 1 p.m. 
when the last report waa received from 
W. Bro. G. 8. May, chairman of audit 
and finance of the grand lodge. -_ 

Then the following presentation of 
the &ddress*to the grand master from 
the twelvo Ottawa lodges, the -mas- 
ters of these lodges lined up before 
the platform while D.D.GM., E. 
Stewart Macphail zead the address. 
The grand master replied. 

Grand Master's Address 
In the course of his annual address 
to Grand Lodge the grand master said 
that the present ‘communication was 
being held in the city where the first 
session of the Dominion Parliament 
was held in 1866, and which, resulted 
in maturing the project of confedera- 
tion. 
Aa regards crait progress matters 
had not been standing idle in this 
jurisdiction and the principles of 
Masonry. had been taught and exem- 
plified in a truly Masonic. manner. 
This year had surpassed the previous 
one in prosperity, capital had increas- 
ed’ to $369,000, and income to $133,000. 
Expenditure in benevolence was 367. 
000 as against $51,000 last year. But 
there was room for improvement in 
the rules governing the administrat- 
ion of benevolence.

There are now on the register of 
this grand lodge 500 lodges with «4 
membership at June, 1921, estimated 
at 83,000,"So far as nunmbers are con- 
cerned, it is gratifying to those who 
wish to sce our Order grow rapidly 
But there was the danger that this 
abnormal growth might react unfavor- 
ably in the future. It was possible 
that some joined prompted by the ex- 
citement of the war and that this ex- 
citement having worn off will be 
followed. by indifferance. The task of 
keeping larger lodges, yearly adding 
large numbers to their membership, 
under control would be a difficult one 
and the warning to guard the portals 
and build slowly and surely should 
not be neglected. 

During the year 19 lodges have been 
constituted and consecrated, 18 have 
been dedicated and warrants have 
been issued to 19, 

The Grand Lodge will not change 
its name. By a vote of approximately 
two to one the assembled delegates 
at the afternoon session here today, 
of the sixthsixth communication, 
decided sgainst any change after a 
two-hour debate on the subject. 

The siggestion was that the worde 
“of Canada” be dropped and so make 
it a Grand Lodge in the Province of 
Ontario, so as to conform with the 
grand lodges in other provinces. The 
motion to make the change was 
introduced by W.H. Wardrope ,P.G.M 
Hamilton, and supported by A. T-

Show Even More. Falthful and More 
Complete View Than Can be 
Seen by Surgeon's Eyes 

Berlin, July 28.—A tinematographic 
achievement which undoubtedly has 
nroved epoch-making. has just been 
femopstrated in Berlin’s great charity 
Nospital in the presence of prominent 
ahysicians and journalists, 

The films showed every stare of half 
« dozen operations, including an oper- 
\tion for fracture of the patella, ‘one 
‘or the extirpation of the breast, and 
+n operation on the stomach and ab- 
lominal cavity as perfarmed by men 
ike Professor Hier, Professor of 
Fravkel, et al. 

The process is the invention of Doc- 
or Alexander von Rothe, chief physi- 
ian of the Wilmersdorf Hospital, who 
‘ong has been working with the assist- 
ance of the Ministry of Education and 
the Cinematographic-Technical Associ- 
atiqn-fo find a method of filming oper- 
i which should show every motion 
without disturbing the surgeon or om: 
aloying iMumination likely to counter- 
act the asepsis. 

The lens of the apparatus is contain: 
ed in’ an atinaspheric case which is 
suspended directly over the field of op- 
eration and the film ribbon, which 
atten is 600 meters long, passes through 
a tibe from the reel in an adjoining 
-oom, : 

The pictures sccured show an oper- 
\tion precisely ax seen by the operat- 
ing surgeon's eyé. Even the threads of 
the closing stitches ore observable, 

Indeed the films give even a more 
faithful and more complete picture of 
wery movement than can be seen by 
thow around the operating table. 

The possibilities of the filma for 
teaching and for making it possible 
for surgeons in the various countries 
to xtudy each other's technique cannot 
Se exaggerated, in the view of leading 
medical men here.

1 Warmth and Fog. 1 

Sir Napier Shaw, the retired direc- 
tor of the Meteorological Ofice in 
England, communicates thé reaults 
of an Investigation in regard to fog 
and its dispersal, Somebody who at- 
tended a football match last autumn 
noticed that as the game proceeded 
the fog dispersed, and suggested to 
Sir Napler’ an’ investigation of the 
possibility of dispersing fog by arti- 
ficial heating.. Sir Napleracalculates 
that to clear an area 400 yards 
square, on which the fog might be 
300 to 400 feet thick, and moving 
with the breeze, it would be de- 
sirable to use electrical heating as 
moat efficlent, tapugh costly in coal, 


“and that 400 to 500 tons of coal per 


hour might be needed. Sir Napler 
umorously adds, “Having made the 
lation, let me say that if it were 
possible to operate in this way, 1 
think we should have found more 
evidence for It ‘than has hitherto 
come to light.

The area of water surface of the 
Littleton Reservoir of the Metro- 
politan Water Board will be approxi- 
mately 700 acres, and its capacity 
about 6,600,000,000 gallons.

Alaskan Volcanic Fires. 


At the receot meeting of the 
American Society for the Advance- 
tment of -Seience, Dr. Robert F. 
Griggs described a fiery flood which 
occurred.in Alaska, in the “Valley 
of Ten Thousand Smokes,” Here 
he found traces of the flood ok ore 
which, issuing from a fissure { e 
earth, swept m-roaring torrent of 
molten sand through the fertile val- 
ley, devastating all fn its path for a 
distance of more than fifteen miles, 
From thousands of fissures live 
steam, heated gas, and smoke issued. 
One could do one’s cooking in any 
ofthe smaller holes. And that was 
the only salvation of the expedition, 
for all fucl had boen destroyed by 
the flood of fire. It is only a few 
steps from the steaming fissures to 
a cave fn tho side of a g'acier in 
order to have the most pérfect refri- 
geration in the warld. Tho explorers’

CELEBRATION AT PENETANG 
WILL SEE HURONS AND IRO- 
“QUuo!IS BURY THE 
HATCHET 


Penetanguishene, July 23.—A medal 
which has been recovered in the course 
of the investigations being made on 
the nites of the old Indian towns of 
Huronia bears the date 1669 and an in- 
scription showing it to have come 
originally from Mont: St. Michel, the 
picturesque ‘mountain monastery fort- 
ress off the coaxt of Normandy, oppos- 
ite St. Malo, the birthplace of Jacques 
Cartier. 

The medal will be one of ‘the princi- 
pal additions to the historical treas- 
ures telling the carly history of Huron- 
ia, and of the intrepid colonists and 
missionaries who came to that country 
from Quebec. Many of these are 
brought to light by the efforts of the 
party of archacologists from the Smith- 
sonian Tastitute and the Penetang His- 
torical Society, and will he on exhibi- 
tion during the tercentenary celebra- 
tions of next week.
